Rennes, France, Aug. 15.—The shoot- 


Ing of M. Labori, leading counsel for 
•Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, robbed the morn- 
ing session of .the Dreyfus court-mar- 
'tial of its paramount interest. The 
murderer apparently chose 'Monday for 
the attempt because it was anticipated 
that M. Labori would crush Gen. Mer- 
•cier,' the former minister o£ war, with 
his cross-questioning. 


When the court-niartial was re- 


sumed Gen. Mercier was confronted 
with M. Casimir-Perler, the former 
president of France. 


The latter declared that Mercler's 


•story, told on, the witness-stand Satur- 


• day, of the imminence of -war between 


•Germany and France in 1S94 was 
.grossly exaggerated, and complained 
-of the action' of the then minister, of 
'•war (Mercier) in moving 60,000 troops 
•to the frontier without consulting him.;- 


As it -was M. Labori's task to take 


•Gen. Mercier in hand and M. Demange, 
•associate counsel, was quite unpre- 
pared for the task, the few questions 
'the Jatter put were practically of Ijttle 
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effect, Geiu "Mef.cSer .escaping 'cheaply. 


After MM. Cavaignac and Hanotaux, 


former minister of foreign affairs, had 
testified the " court adjourned

During a short suspension of the sit- 


ting of the court, M. Jaures, the so- 
cialist leader, who was in court, re- 
marked that the arrests made in Paris 
had for their sole object to forestall

Brey-fusards, and that the. attempted 
murder of M. Labori at Rennes was one 
of the scattered acts of the projected 
massacre.

Dreyfus must undoubtedly have been 


profoundly moved by the attack on his 
champion, who for all he knew might 
be dead or dying, but he maintained 
tho same immovability as hlthorto, and 
did not give in court the slightest indi- 
cations of his emotions." 


The depositions of Gen.' Zurlinden 


and Oaanoine and M. Hanotaux were 
listened to closely, but the session.was 
utterly devoid of any exciting Incident, 
the mass of testimony being directed 
against Dreyfus, and

'They were to rush to the repub- 
lican and socialist newspaper offices, 
seize their staffs and hold'thein pris- 
oners.

Simultaneously rushes were to 
be 


made on the palace of the Elysee and 
the ministries of .the interior and posts 
and telegraphs, wh'en news would..have 
been wired to'the provinces that Paris 
had revolted. ' A war minister nominat- 
ed by the duk-e of Orleans was to re- 
place Gen. de Ga-llifet. 


Two days previous to the Intended 


execution of the /plot 'M. Lepine.i-pr'efect 
of .police, received full information re- 
gard iri-g it. The conspirators are now 
under arrest, and ought to be tried for 
treason by the senate, sltting-as a high 
'court.

.Frank Newhart is confronted on his 
trial on the charge of murder by his 
S-year-oia. daughter, who is the only 
•witness against him, with the excep- 


. tion of her younger sister, who con- 


firms her story. 
The child's story, 


•which is believed by the authorities, 
utterly 
discredits 
Newhart's 
own 


statement, which Is sufficiently plausi- 
ble to have cleared him had there 
been no contradiction. For years the 
county has known of no such sensa- 
tion as the murder of young Mrs. 
Newhart, and tremendous public sym- 
pathy has- been aroused for the prac- 
tically orphaned children. 
If, as is- 


asupposed, Newhart's fate has been de- 
•clded by the words from his baby's 
3ips, every effort will be made to keep 
'the two little girls from realizing the 
horror of the situation. In any event, 
it Is likely that they will be adopted 
pr well cared for by thjose who have 
shown the moat sympathy for them. 
It Is but a {e:y[ jjeeks slnce_the cruelty 
and neglect with 'which Frank New- 
iart, is said to have made life hatefuj 
vto his overworked young wife reached 
:thelr frightful culmination. For nine 
ryears Mrs. Newhart, her 
neighbors 


rjsay,: suffered endless 
: petty tortures 


-which made her .an old woman at 25, 
but did not succeed in crushing out 
her love for her drunken uusband. 
:The secret of her forbearance, they 
isay, is that Newhart when spoer was 
'sincerely devoted to her and his chll-- 
•dren. Unhappily, the occasions when 
le could be called sober grew fewer 
and fewer.' Newhart was a laborer, 
and made at the best but small wages, 
barely enough to keep alive a family 
of four. In the last year or two mo&t 
jgf his paltry earnings went for drink. 
-At home he was brutal and abusive. 
The children went hungry. The moth- 
•er lived on, hoping vaguely for relief. 
'One day the neighbors heard a shot 
•fired, in the Newharts' tiny cottage. 
"Then a scream. 
Some one ran for a 


rpoliceman. When the officers arrived 
•they found Mrs. Newhart's dead body, 
3ier .husband suffering from a severe 
•wound In his side, and the two chil- 
dren hidden away,,too frightened to 
cry for help. .Newhart forced the men 
to listen.to his explanation.--' i»iy wife 
tried to kill me," he said. 
"I could 


mot defend myself, so I struggled with 
ier to wrench the revolver, from her 
liand. She had the strength of a mad 
•woman.and resisted me. The revolv- 
er was discharged. as we fought and 
killed her. I am helpless, you see,

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COOLING DRINKS. 


Tl«"a Refreshment With SeTcral 


Agreeable Concoction*. 


One of the special contributions to 


comfort in the unbearable heat of many 
cf our summer days lies in cooling and 
refreshing beverages of which every 
housewife or daughter of the house 
should be able to concoct at least a few 
tempting kinds. The Household pre- 
sents the following recipes as a help 
when a hostess wishes to offer some- 
thing to quench the thirst of family 
and friends when they. are enjoying 
themselves, for instance, in the even- 
ings on the piazzas. 


Egg lemonade is a favorite drink 


with most people. To make it take one 
pint of water and dissolve in it half a 
pound of granulated sugar, add the 
juice of four large lemons arid a cnpfnl 
of cracked ice. Have ready the yolks 
and whites of fonr fresh eggs beaten 
separately, the whites nntil stiff and 
dry. Stir in the yolks with the lemon- 
ade and lastly the whites!' Add more 
engar if necessary and' serve in lemon- 
ade glasses.. 


Gingerade is one of the most whole- 


• some of cooling drinks for the warm 
weather, and. it may be kept on hand 
ready for use whenever needed if bot- 
tled and put aside in a cool place. Dis- 
uolve three pounds of granulated sugar 
in two gallons of water. 
Then add the 


well beaten whites of three eggs and 
two ounces of ground ginger, moisten- 
ing it with a little water before adding 
it. Place the whole over the fire in a 
porcelain kettle, bringing slowly to the 
boiling point, skim and stand aside to 
•ettle. When cold, add the juice of one 
large lemon and a quarter of an yeast 
cake dissolved in two tablespoonfuls of 
warm 
water. 
Mix thoroughly and 


strain. Fill bottles, cork tightly and 
tie the corks. 
Stand them in a cool 


place, and it will be ready to use in 
two.days. . . - • . . ' .
